DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Tlic Deficiency Appropriation Rill Vetoed 
l»y tile President. 
W ashington, May 4th.—The President 
sent to the House to-day the following mes­ 
sage, vetoing the Deficiency Appropriation 
bill: 
After mature consideration of the bill entitled, 
etc., 1 return it to the House of Representatives, 
with my objections to its passage. The bill appro­ 
priates about $300,000, of which over 8 30 1.000 is fur 
the payment of fees of United States Marshals and 
General a d Special Deputy Marshals, earned during 
the current fiscal year,and their incidental expenses. 
The appropriations made in the bill are needed to 
carry on the operations of thu Government, ami to 
fulfill its obligations fur the payment of money long 
since due its officers for services and exjienses es­ 
sential to the execution of their duties under the 
laws of the United States. The necessity for the 
appropriations is so urgent, and they have been 
already so long de ayed, that if the bill 
before me contained 
110 permanent legal 
legislation unconnected with these a propriations it 
would receive my prompt approval. It contains, 
however, provisions which materially change, and 
by implieati 11 repeal, important parts of laws for 
the regulation of the United States elections. These 
laws have for several years past been the subject of 
vehement political controversy, and have been de­ 
nounced as unnecessary, oppressive and unconstitu­ 
tional. Oo the the other hand, it has been main­ 
tained with equal zeal and earnestness that the 
election laws are indispensable to fair and lawful 
elections, and a-e clearly warranted by the Consti­ 
tution. Under these circumstances, to attempt in 
an appropriation bill a modification or repeal of 
these laws, is to annex a condition to the passage of 
needed and proper appropriations which tends to 
deprive the Executive of that equal and independent 
exercise of discretion and judgment which the Con­ 
stitution contemplates. The objection to the bill, 
therefore, to which I respectfully ask your attention, 
is that it gives a marked and delibérate sanction, 
attended by 110 circumstances of pressing necessity, 
to a questionable and, as I am clearly of theopinion, 
dangerous practice of tacking upon appropriation 
bills general and permanent legislation. This prac­ 
tice opens wide the door to hasty, inconsiderate and 
sinister legislation. It invites attacks upon the in­ 
dependence and constitutional powers of the Execu­ 
tive by providing an easy and effective way of con­ 
straining Executive discretion. Although of late 
this practice has been resorted to by all political 
parties when clothed with powers, it did not prevail 
until fortv years after the adoption of the Constitu­ 
tion, and it is confidently believed that it is con­ 
demned by the enlightened judgment of the coun­ 
try States which have adopted Constitutions 
during the last quarter of a century have 
generally provided remedies for the evil. 
Many of them have enacted that no law 
shall contain more than one subject, which shall be 
plainly expressed in its title. The Constitutions of 
more than half the States contain substantially this 
provision or some other of like intent and mean­ 
ing. . he public welfare will be promoted in many 
ways by a return to the early practice of the Gov­ 
ernment and to the true priueiple of legislation, 
which is, that every measure should[stand upon its 
merits. I am firmly convinced that appropriation 
hills ought not to contain any legislation not rele 
vant to the application or expenditure of money 
thereby appropriated, and that by a strict adiicrence 
to this principle an important and much needed re­ 
form will be accomplished. Placing my objection to 
the bill on this feature of its frame, 1 forbear any 
comment upon the importa t general and permanent 
legislation which it contains, as a matter for specific 
and independent consideration.

W est P o in t, May 4th.—The Whittaker 
examination was resumed this morning. 
Ames, an expert, gave as the result of his 
investigations that the most intimate resem­ 
blance existed between the writing in the 
note of warning and the piece of writing 
designated as No 23, and its duplicates, and 
that the writing of the person who wrote No. 
23 had been used as a copy, and that the note 
of warning is very skillfully executed. He 
also stated that the sheets of pencil writing 
marked A and B were, in his opinion, writ­ 
ten by the same person who wrote No. 23, 
but he understood the Recorder as saying 
positively that they were not, in which case 
he thought the writing on these two sheets 
deserved careful attention, as whoever wrote 
them might easily have simulated the writing 
of No. 23 in the note of warning. 
Albert Southworth, a noted expert from 
Boston, was sworn, and the paper3 placed in 
his hands to examino. 
Ames’ report is to be submitted to a Board 
of Experts, to which Ames will be appointed. 
A Previous Decision Krafllrincil. 
W ashington, May 4th.—In the case of 
the Corte Madeira del Presidio, Secretary 
Schurz to-day rendered a decision reaffirming 
his previous decision, and directs a survey of 
said ranc’’o to be made accordingly. This 
same case is now pending in Congress, and 
argument thereon is to be concluded to-mor­ 
row before the House Private Laud Claims 
Committee by Montgomery Blair and others 
for a patent by the Ransmne-Allardt survey, 
and Captain Mullan and others against it, 
the latter claiming this rancho to be one of 
the specific boundaries named in the final 
decree, and should be surveyed according to 
such specific boundaries. 
Long-Pending suit Derided. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , May 4th.—In the case of 
W. T. Sprague, of Mobile, against R. G. 
Dun 4 Co.. pending for five years, a verdict 
was entered to-day for defendants. Sprague 
endeavored to make Dun 4 Co. ^sponsible 
for loss incurred by a party favorably re­ 
ported by the Mercantile Agency. The 
costs incurred much exceeded the amount 
claimed, but the principle of non-liability 
for favorable reports by the Agency is sus­ 
tained. 
A D esperate Affray In K entucky. 
C incinnati, May 4th.—A desperate affray 
took place in Wayne county, Ky., Thursday 
last. A man named Powell, who was a wit­ 
ness to the killing last fall of Hutchinson by 
Phillips, has been begged and threatened by 
Phillips, in order to keep him from testify­ 
ing. Powell refused to leave the country or 
accept a bribe. Thursday night a party of 
six or seven masked men attacked Powell’s 
house and broke in the door with a rail, when 
Powell struck three of them down with an 
ax. Mrs. Powell was shot in the arm. The 
maskers then retreated, but again returned, 
when Powell fired and killed the leader, who 
proved to be John WÜ1 Smith. The others 
then ran off. Mrs. Powell polled a handker­ 
chief off the face of one of the men, and says 
it was Phillips. Powell has obtained war­ 
rants for the arrest of three of the men, who 
are now in jail. 
The 44. E. Conference at Cincinnati. 
C incinnati, May 4th.—'The address of the 
Bishops was read in the AL E. Conference to­ 
day. It favors strongly the retention of the 
present plan of Presiding Elderships, main­ 
tains the doctrines of the fathers, and a gen­ 
eral diocesan superintendence. The Confer­ 
ence received the address with great favor. 
Wednesday, May 12th, was fixed for the 
election of church officers. 
Indian Affairs In Yew Mexico. 
Santa Ee, May 4th.—Metju&rdo Chaves, 
head herder for Felix Chaves, and twelve 
other herders, were killed by Apaches last 
week in the Mogulan mountains, and 100,000 
head of sheep scattered or killed. Armed 
parties have gone out from Pajorito, Atrisuo 
and Belen. 
A ranchman brings to Silver City news 


that the Apaches attacked Cooney’s camp, 
on Frisco river, and killed an American 
named Wilcox. 
The fight lasted all of 
Thursday. One party of volunteers started 
last night from Silver City, and two more go 
to-night. The Indians are of Yictorio’s 
band. 
Vtasliinsloii Motes from Our Own Corre­ 
spondent. 
W ashington, May 4th.—The President’s 
veto of the Marshals’ Deficiency bill has 
naturally been the subject of much private 
comment at the Capitol to-day, aud specula­ 
tion is rife this evening as to vv hat will be its 
consequences. There is considerable excited 
talk among the extremist or Bourbon faction 
of the Democratic Congressmen, some of 
whom insist that a firm stand should be 
made by embodying the vetoed bill, rider 
aud all, in the forthcoming general defi­ 
ciency bill, and thus return 
it 
to 
tire President as the House’s ultimatum. 
Cooler members of the party perceive, how­ 
ever, that this would simply renew the fight 
of the extra se-sion, with a practical cer­ 
tainty of a similar outcome, and the general 
expression is that the clause relating to the 
election of Marshals will be promptly passed 
as a separate bill, and the remainder of the 
bill be sent to the President, either by itself 
or as a part of the general deficiency bill, at 
a later period of the session. If this course 
be agreed upon, the election of Marshals 
clause may be somewhat altered, to obviate 
the objections urged by Senator Edmunds 
and others against its machinery. It will 
doubtless be first presented as a separate bill 
in the Senate, and after pa-sage by that body 
be passed in the House from the Speaker s 
table. It is confidently expected that the 
President wi'l sign the proposed separate 
measure, as he has based his veto to-day 
solelj upon his objection to “ riders.” If 
not. the Democratic majority in Congress 
will 
undoubtedly provide 
the 
nec­ 
essary appropriations, and make them 
a 
source 
of 
political 
capital 
in 
the Presidential campaign. 
Many of 
them, indeed, profess to be delighted with 
to-day’s vote, for, assuming it to foreshadow 
a determination to resist any amendment of 
the election law, they say it demonstrates 
the existence of a Republican intention to 
use the eutire Federal machinery for partisan 
purposes, and 011 this issue they are willing 
to appeal to the country. 
The Internal Revenue bill, as passed by the 
House to-day, contains without amendment 
the provisions heretofore noted in these dis­ 
patches as prospeetively highly beneficial to 
California brandy-makers. 
Representative Horace Davis has prepared 
an amendment which he will offer to the 
pending Postoffice appropriation bill, pro­ 
viding authority for the Postmaster-General 
to remit in favor of the colonies of New 
Zealand and New South Wales so much of 
the overland transportation of their mails as 
he may deem just. The importance of this 
matter, being the threatened withdrawal of 
the colony subsidies from the San Francisco 
and Australian steamship line, has heretofore 
been explained. Another amendment to be 
offered to the postal appropriation bill is one 
providing for the distribution of silver com 
through the mails. 
Representative Page and John Valentine 
appeared before the Postmaster-General and 
a commission of Department officials to-day, 
and argued against the proposed discontinu­ 
ance of Wells, Fargo & Co.’s letter-carrying 
service. Page presented memorials signed 
by 50,000 citizens of the Pacific States and 
resolutions of the California Legislature, the 
Sau Francisco Produce and Stock Exchanges 
and the New York and San Francisco Cham­ 
bers of Commerce, all protesting against the 
threatened suppression of the company’s 
letter-carrying facilities, and Page then 
proceeded to read a carefully-prepared 
and strongly framed argument, 
which 
appeared to be absolutely unanswer­ 
able. 
One of his points was that 
there is really no law in existence authoriz­ 
ing, or in any way justifying, such an inter­ 
ference with this business as the Department 
Commission have advised. This position will 
of course be strenuously assailed by them, 
but aside from the question of legal authority, 
the arguments offered by Page as to the wis­ 
dom, justice Or expediency of depriving the 
public of this express company’s facilities 
were complete in themselves, and it is confi­ 
dently hoped will prove sufficient to deter­ 
mine Judge Key's judgment. 
Horace Davis, at the instance of Super­ 
visor Langley, called on Superintendent 
Walker to-day, and obtained his promise to 
provide authority for the employment of in­ 
terpreters, etc., to assist in taking the census 
of Chines' in Sau Francisco. Davis will to­ 
morrow request Secretary Evarts to ask the 
Chinese Minister to take measures to facili­ 
tate the census work by explaining to the 
Chinese that they have nothing tofear from it. 
The River and Harbor Appropriation bill, 
as completed and reported by the House to­ 
day, contains the Pacific coast items hereto­ 
fore foreshadowed in these dispatches, with­ 
out change in the amounts, except that the 
item for the San Joaquin river has, by Page’s 
effort, been increased from 810,000 to 815,­ 
000, and that the amount for Petaluma creek 
was finally made §8,000. Efforts wilt be 
made by the California delegation to increase 
the amounts in the Senate, and also to in­ 
crease the §30,000 for the Sacramento river 
to the full amount of the engineer’s estimate. 
The appropriation of §00,000 fur Oakland 
harbor is accompanied by the reappropriation 
of §80,000 granted last year, both itetn3 be­ 
ing coupled, however, with a new pro­ 
viso, which is much 
less stringent 
than the or.e by which last year’s 
appropriation is still tied up. The new pro­ 
viso i < as follows: “ The sums so appropriated 
and reappropriated shall not be available un­ 
til the right of the United States to bid on 
the estuary and training walls of this work is 
secured without expense to the Government 
in a manner satisfactory to the Secretary of 
War.” It is believed that the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral will give his opinion that the Govern­ 
ment title is already sufficient, and that upon 
the reception of such an opinion, the Secre­ 
tary of War will authorize the resumption of 
the work. 
The bill introduced by Senator Booth to­ 
day to provide for a public building at Sacra­ 
mento is a copy of the measure recently re­ 
ported by the House Committee and now on 
the House calendar. 
The I’reshlenlial Question.

Grant, Blaine and Washburne, the three 
most prominent names mentioned, have up 
to this time secured all the delegates elected 
to the State Convention. A Washburne 
meeting, called by his friends and neighbors, 
will be held at Fairbanks Hall to-night. 
Chicago, May 4th.—Grant is supposed to 
have gained a substantial advantage by the 
action of the Cook County Republican Cen­ 
tral Committee this evening. His adherents 
were in the ascendant, and appointed May 
8th for holding primaries and the 10th for the 
County_Convention, in spite of the efforts of 
the Blaine partisans to secure a later date. 
The result of to-day’s County Conventions 
throughout the State gives Grant 29 and 
Blaine 26 delegates to the State Convention, 
leaving the totals according to both claimants 
nearly equal. 
C incinnati, May 4th. — The Hamilton 
County Democracy elected an almost solid 
Tilden delegation to the Columbus Conven­ 
tion. 
N a sh v ille, May 4th.—The East and West 
Tennessee delegations are divided between 
Grant, Blaine and Sherman, while Middle 
Tennessee is solid for Grant. Instructions 
for Grant will be bitterly opposed. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , May 4th.—Trouble ex­ 
ists in the city delegation to Chicago, several 
openly refusing to obey the Grant instruc­ 
tions.

New "York, May 4th.—The Times pub­ 
lishes an interview with -Matt. Carpenter, 
who believes that Grant will be nominated 
by the Republicans, because he is the strong­ 
est man, and will break the solid South and 
be elected easily. 
_New York, May 4th.—The various Dis­ 
trict Clubs of the Republican Central Anti- 
Third-Term Campaign Club held primary 
elections last night in the different Assembly 
districts throughout the city, and elected 
three delegates and three alternates each to 
the Republican National Convention at 
Chicago. Among the delegates are General 
Francis C. Barlow, Colonel Ethan Allen, 
Professor Felix Adler, Thurlnw Weed, Sher­ 
idan Shook and A. J. Dittenhoefel. 
B altim ore, May 4th.—The Republican 
District Conventions, to select delegates to 
the State Convention, assembled to-night.

Federal and State Laws Violated. 
W ashington, May 4th.—All the members 
were present at the Cabinet meeting to-day. 
Secretary Evarts read a communication from 
the United States Minister to Mexico, in 
which the statement was made that two 
Mexican officers had pursued two deserters 
across the border into Texas, fired upon them 
and accidentally shot a female, and that the 
officers had been arrested for violating both 
Federal ami State laws. The communica­ 
tion recommended that the officers be released 
from any inconvenience or punishment which 
might follow, as they were without doubt 
acting without intent to violate the law. It 
was decided to relieve che officers from any 
punishment on account of violating the Fed­ 
eral law, but the question as to a violation of 
the State law was left to the Texas author­ 
ities. 
Mtling ¿lull's Proposition to Surrender. 
Washington, May 4th.—A report which 
has been received from United States officers 
in the Northwest was laid before the Cabinet 
at its meeting to day, in reference to Sit­ 
ting Bull, to the effect that messengers from 
that Chief recently made overtures looking 
to surrender, and inquiring in regard to the 
terms upon which his band could be received. 
The Cabinet decided that any surrender on 
the part of Sitting Bull would have to be 
wholly unconditional. 
The liuwgulc Arctic Expedition Receives 


11 Hindi Eye. 
W ashington, May 4 th.—- The Howgate 
Arctic expedition met a black eye in the Cab­ 
inet to-day. It was discussed at some length, 
and the general opinion expressed was that it 
was not likely to result in a benefit corre­ 
sponding to the risk and outlay. The law 
authorizing the expedition authorizes the 
Secretaries of War and Navy to detail men 
to man the ships and the expedition. Both 
these parties are doubtful about the pro­ 
priety of detailing men for the purpose. It 
was proposed that they visit the ship and ex­ 
amine her outfit, with a view to ascertaining 
whether it would be well to detail men to go 
to the Arctic regions upon the ship selected. 
They will make the examination to-morrow. 
Tlic Michigan Liquor Law—Singular Pro­ 
ceedings at Detroit. 
Detroit, May 4th.—The amended liquor 
law of this State went into effect on the 1st, 
that being the day when the increased tax 
under it is required to be paid by all retailing 
and wholesale dealers. The Common Coun­ 
cil of this city being completely in the hands 
of the saloonists, they inaugurated the most 
extraordinary proceedings. The tax paid 
under the law going into the contingent fund 
of the city treasury, the Council at its lust 
session instructed its Counselor to apply to 
the Circuit Court, in the name of the 
city, for an injunction restraining all offi­ 
cers from receiving the taxes, on the 
ground that the law is unconstitutional. This 
was actually done, the city authorities ap­ 
pearing in Court to ask that money be not 
allowed to come into their own treasury. The 
real object was to have the saloonists’ battle 
against the law fought at the city’s expense. 
The application was argued at length yester­ 
day. The City Counselor favored, and the 
volunteer counsel opposed it. This morning 
the Court denied the application. The whole 
movement has aroused great indignation 
among the better class of citizens. 
Interred with Ililitar.v Honors. 
Buffalo, May 4th.—The remains of Ma­ 
jor-General Heintzleman arrived this morn­ 
ing. They remained lying in state at the 
City Hall during the day, and were interred 
in the Stewart family vault at Forest 
Lawn Cemetery, this afternoon, with military 
honors. Flags hung on public and private 
buildings were displayed at half-mast through 
the day. 
The Donnell -Springer Case- William S. 
King's Letter to Donnelly. 
M inneapolis (Minn.), May 4th.—Wm. S. 
King gives out the copy of a lengthy letter 
written to Donnelly, reminding the latter of 
attempting to bribe himself and a Senator 
for §5,000 on the Federal Senatorship ; how 
Donnelly followed the people, through the 
halls of Congress, to the hotels and to neigh­ 
boring cities, demanding money for his ser­ 
vices on committees ; how he levied §5,000 on 
the agent of a New York party, and then se­ 
cured the same amount from his principal 
before the first payment was known. King 
leaves in the morning for Washington to 
testify.' A Kentucky Bank Robbed. 
Paris, May 4th.—Cracksmen last night 
took from the National Bank a box contain­ 
ing §199 and a package containing §19,500 in 
bonds. Ten thousand dollars of the bonds 
are of the Cincinnati Southern Railroad, and 
belong to Mrs. C. S. Brent, of this city. 
Nine thousand five hundred dollars are Car­ 
lisle, Ky., bonds, the property of Mrs. John 
Marshall, of Covington, Ky. Payment of 
the latter can be stopped, but the bank offi­ 
cials sav the Southern bonds can only be re­ 
gained by a compromise with the burglars. 
Killed by an Insane Brollier.

Goodwin yesterday shot and killed his 
brother. Dr. John Goodwin, at Brookville, 
Ind.

recover. Mrs. Woodruff became insane be­ 
cause of the inability of her family to pay 
their debts.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
A djournm ent Agreed I pon. 
Berlin, May 3d.—The President of the 
Reichstag has had a conference with Bis­ 
marck, at which it was settled that the House 
would adjourn on the 11th of May. 
The Anti-Soeiaiist Bill. 
B e r lin, May 4th.—In the debate on the 
second reading of the anti-SocialLt bill to­ 
day, the Reichstag rejected the amendment 
proposed by Leichens Perger, that the law 
should continue in force one year only, and 
adopted the bill by a vote of 19 to 94 in the 
form decided upon at the second reading, 
prolonging the operation of the law until 
September 30, 1884, aud providing that the 
law empowering local authorities to refuse 
the right of residence to persons already ex­ 
pelled by them should not apply to members 
of the Reichstag, or of other Legislatures, 
who should remain at the seats of their re­ 
spective Legislatures during several sessions. 
During the debate Liebknecht was called 
to order for insulting a Deputy, and Herr 
Haesellman for saying that German working­ 
men were being forced to act the same as the 
Russian anarchists. 
The Coasting Trade Rill In the German 
Belch slag. 
B erlin , May 4th.—In the Reichstag to­ 
day Hoffman declared that the Bundesrath 
would scarcely approve of the coasting trade 
bill, as amended, and it was agreed, there­ 
fore, to remove the bill from the order of the 
day until it was put, if possible, into a more 
acceptable shape. 
The Political Crisis in Italy. 
Rome, May 4th.—The Government has 
published, in the form of a report to the 
King, what is really an address to the con­ 
stituencies, blaming the Opposition for delay­ 
ing legislation, aud pointing out that the dis- 
cus.sinus which have beeu held in foreign 
relations, internal affairs and military reor­ 
ganization have demonstrated the necessity 
of such a majority as will place the Govern­ 
ment in a position of real authority. The 
Ministers have agreed to favor an early abo­ 
lition of the grist tax and an extension of tbe 
suffrage. 
The Phylloxera Pest. 
Naples, May 4th.—The phylloxera has ap­ 
peared in the vineyards on Mount Vesuvius 
and on the opposite part of the Gulf at Puz- 
znloliand Pianura. Much alarm is felt, and 
precautions are being taken. The phylloxera 
has hitherto been confined to Callauizetta. It 
is now reported near Messina. 
Freedom of the City. 
Dublin, May 4th.—Captain Potter, of the 
United States ship Constellation, was to-day 
presented with the freedom of the city of 
Dublin. Lord Mayor Gray presided at the 
ceremony. He stated that the distress in 
Ireland was as great as ever, and he feared 
that during the next three months it would 
prove most severe. Captain Potter signed 
the Burgess rail amid cheers. He returned 
thanks to the citizens. The crowd cheered 
Captain Totter and his officers as they were 
leaving the City Hall. 
The English Labor Troubles. 
L ondon, May 4th.—Upwards of 7,000 
iron workers are on a strike in the north 
of England against the five per cent, reduc­ 
tion of wages awarded by the arbitrators. 
A ballot was taken by the iron workers at 
Corsett to-day, and a majority of four to one 
favored a continuance of the strike. 
B urnlf.y, May 4th.—The masters, in order 
to support Blackburn masters in their notice 
to the spinners and card-room hands of a re­ 
duction in wages, have decided to suspend 
the rules requiring a notice before aischarg- 
ing their hands. 
Montenegro anil Tnrkey. 
C o nstantinople, M ay 4th.—According to 
the trustworthy intelligence received from 
Cetteuje, the Prince of Montenegro declares 
that he has no intention of fighting with the 
bands which have taken possession of the 
evacuated territory, and that if war unfor­ 
tunately be necessary, it will be declared 
against the Turkish Government, which is 
the real author of the resistance to the execu­ 
tion of the convention. This accusation of 
complicity on the part of the Turkish au­ 
thorities with the leaders of Albanian agita­ 
tion is fully confirmed by intelligence from 
Scutari, it is an open secret that resistance 
to the advance of the Montenegrin troops 
was organized l>y Hodji Osman Pasha and 
Hodi Beer, both •’dicers of the Turkish 
service and iu intimate relations with Izzet 
Pasha, Governor-General of the province. 
An Editor Sentenced lo Imprisonment. 
C o n sta n tin o ple. May 4th.— Whittaker, 
the editor of the Levant Herald, has been 
sentenced to seventeen months’ imprisonment 
for publishing a new number of his journal, 
notwithstanding its recent suppression. 
Tlic American Coaling Malina on tbe 
Isthmus. 
P anam a, April 24th.--The Star and ffrrald 
says : We are informed that General Guardia 
recently visited the commander of the steamer 
Adams at Golfo Dulce and was assured that 
his orders were very explicit to select a proper 
place for a coaling station ; to survey it, clear 
away timber and otherwise prepare the 
ground, and deposit as much coal as he could 
spare from the buuktrs of the Adams. He 
was further directed to remain at tbe place 
until relieved by another United States ship. 
But iu case he was likely to run short of food 
or other supplies, he wan ordered to leave the 
station in charge of natives of the country, 
who were to be employed for account in the 
interest of the United States. In the event 
of meeting with opposition from the authori­ 
ties on shore, the Captain wa3 advised to use 
his own judgment an to the amount of resist­ 
ance he would employ, but under all the cir­ 
cumstances to report the matter to Washing­ 
ton. There was no attempt made or disposi­ 
tion shown to hoist the Stars and Stripes 
over the new coaling station, but rather to 
survey and denounce a piece of land under a 
private name in the ordinary way, and treat 
for its acquisition afterward as public prop­ 
erty. At least this is the idea which prevails 
iu Costa Rica, w here the people are much ex­ 
ercised over an affair so mysterious. General 
Guardia has decided to send a sjiecial envoy 
to Washington to investigate the matter. 
The United States 6tcamer Adams is still at 
Golfo Dulce, and report from Costa Rica has 
it that a coaling station has been taken up, 
but not in a public way or in any manner to 
cause offense to the authorities of Costa Rica 
or Colombia, both of which claim jurisdiction 
over the territory and waters of the gulf. 
Surveys of an eligible site were made, but 
the flag was not planted over it nor any 
deposit of coal made in the name of the 
United States Government. The plat of 
land selected was to have been denounced as 
private property and taken possession of as 
such in the usual way. Its employment for 
the erection of a building and storing of coal 
would be carried on by private persons, who, 
of course, would enjoy the rights and privi­ 
leges granted by the country to American 
citizens. Considerable uneasiness exists in 
Costa Rica on account of the affair. 
The ('anal Scheme — M neral Develop­ 
ments — Change of Cabinet — Pannniu 
Railroad. 
Panama, April 24th.—Th e Star and Herald 
Tery severely comments on the action of the 
San Francisco Board of Trade regarding the 
interoceanic canal. In New York, Boston 
and other cities of the Union De Lesseps 
fonnd no difficulty in convincing scientific 
men of all classes of the excellence of his 
project. Not so the wiseacres of the com­ 
mittee of the San Francisco Board of Trade. 
Their opinions were already formed. They 
formed themselves into a sort of rival insti­ 
tution to the Paris Congress, and did not care 
a button about long-winded reports written 
mostly in a foreign language. 
The peaceful inauguration of the new ad­ 
ministration of Rafael Minez has already had 
a beneficial effect on the bnsiness of tbe 
country, particularly on the west coast and 
in tbe State of Cauca. Gold mining is now 
receiving attention, and with the removal of 
unfavorable legislation, under the new regime, 
many mines which have been practically 
abandoned for some time will again be 
worked.

It is understood here that the new adminis­ 
tration will insist vigorously upon the exten­ 
sion of the railroad to deep water, granting 
equal rights to all Bteamship companies, no 
discrimination in rates of freights, favors, etc.

Panama, April 24th.—The Chilean block­ 


ading fleet .announced its presence in Callao 
bay by sending, before daylight, a torpedo 
launch against the Peruvian corvette Union, 
anchored well in shore, but it exploded harm­

palisade protecting 
that vessel. The Ciiiltan launch carelessly 
or clnm-ilv managed to mn dangerously near 
the United States steamer Alaska and the 
Italian frigate Garibaldi, aud just escaped a 
warm reception from those vessels. The ap­ 
proach of the launch was perceived on board 
the Union before the explosion took place, 
and a heavy fire of musketry and Gatling 
guns caused the launch to retire. At the re­ 
quest of the foreign Consul ”, notice of the 
blockade to begin was extended from eight to 
fifteen days.A»lv ices frent I’lib.i.

ANOTHER CIVIL RIGHTS CASE 
A colored man named Bassey, in Hart­ 
ford, Connecticut, applied for a position on 
the police force, but though he was recom­ 
mended by many prominent citizens, the 
Board refused to appoint him. Here is an­ 
other case to which the new doctrine of 
the United States Supreme Court applies, 
and it is in fact intimated that Bassey in­ 
tends to seek redress under the Fourteenth 
Amendment. It will no doubt be alleged 
that there is no evidence of race prejudice 
in the decision of the Board, and that they 
may be supposed to have had objections to 
the applicant which had no connection 
with the color of I1Í3 skin. It will be urged 
that though the Amendment makes a col­ 
ored man eligible for office, it cannot make 
him competent for office. Probably it will 
be asserted that all the Amendment aimed 
at was the securing of absolute equality be­ 
fore the law. Admitting the force of this 
reasoning, however, the fact remains that the 
arguments which determined the Supreme 
Court in the case of Rives, J., of Vir­ 
ginia, justify the interference of the 
Federal Government in the Connecticut 
case also ; aud that if Judge Rives was 
imprisoned equitably because lie did not 
put any colored men on juries, the Hart­ 
ford Board must he much more culpable 
for having refused to appoint Mr. Bassey. 
For be it observed that in the Virginia 
case it was not alleged that any particular 
colored man had been excluded from any 
particular jury. It was contended that 
the Judge had in a general way omitted to 
impanel members of the negro race. This 
then was, comparatively speaking, a dif­ 
fused and abstract offense, but that 
of the Hartford Board of Supervisors 
is concrete and specific. 
A definite, 
individualized 
representative of

colored 
race 
has 
been 
positively 
refused an office for which he made special 
application. If, therefore, the constitu­ 
tional amendment was violated in the Vir­ 
ginia case, it was much more flagrantly 
transgressed in the Connecticut case. 
Probably the Supreme Court will hold 
that the Hartford Supervisors are bound 
to give Mr. Bassey a place on the police 
force, and that having appointed him they 
must go to the Penitentiary. Obviously it 
will not do to make fish of one and flesh 
of the other. If the Virginia Judge went 
to prison, how much more must the Con­ 
necticut Supervisors be deserving of that 
penalty. The amendments were made for 
the whole country, and not for the South 
alone. No doubt, therefore, they will be 
enforced rigorously, and without discrim­ 
ination as to place or respect as to persons. 


UNPLEASANT ADVICE. 
The Levant Herald has been suspended 
by the Turkish Government for intimating 
that the aforesaid Government bad better 
begin reforming before the English Cabi­ 
net recognized the necessity of euforcing 
the “ bag and baggage ” policy. No donbt 
this frank recommendation was the more 
distasteful to the Porte from the fact that 
it embodies a very pregnant truth. The 
utter demoralization of the Turkish Gov­ 
ernment is becoming so apparent that the 
necessity of active intervention on the 
part of the Western Towers can hardly be 
postponed much longer. It is, however, 
hopeless to talk of reform, for there is no 
basis for it. The Ottoman Empire has 
reached its end, and the sooner the impos­ 
sibility of propping it any longer is real­ 
ized, the sooner will its component ele­ 
ments be enabled to do something for their 
independent advancement. 


THE IMPEACHMENT OF MAYOR KALLOCH. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA DELEGATION. 
It is stated, on what is alleged to be good 
authority, that there is a general revolt 
among the Pennsylvania delegates to the 
Chicago Convention, and that they have 
determined to inform Senator Cameron 
that they will not abide by the unit rule, 
but will vote against Grant. If there is 
any truth in this report it is highly proba­ 
ble that the pardon of the five convicted 
lobbyists, and the effect of that pardon 
upon public opinion throughout the State, 
has had a great deal to do with the resolu- 
lution of the delegates. The tendency of 
events in Pennsylvania ever since the Har­ 
risburg Convention was held, has been to 
the development of a stronger sentiment 
against the machine programme, and it is 
quite conceivable that this sentiment may 
have made itself felt upon the delegates to 
Chicago, as stated. 


A committee of the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors, appointed to examine the 
record of Mayor Kalloch, has made a report 
uf a very remarkable character, on the 
strength of which the Board has decided 
to proceed against the Mayor by impeach­ 
ment, with a view to his removal. We 
have characterized the report of the Com­ 
mittee as remarkable, and we might go 
still further, and assert that it is probably 
the most singular document upon which 
such proceedings have ever been based. It 
contains no specifications whatever, but 
deals throughout iu the loosest and sloppi­ 
est rhetoric, of the spread-eagle variety, 
aud altogether conveys the impression 
rather of a campaign attack than of a 
sober and responsible series of charges, 
looking to the impeachtneut of a higli 
officer. A great many of the accusations 
brought against the Mayor are such a3 
could with precisely the same force be pre­ 
ferred against nine-tenths of all the politi­ 
cians aud office-seekers in the country. 
For example, the committee gravely de­ 
clare that “ in our opinion Isaac S. Kal- 
“ loch, Mayor, lias been aud is ambitious 
“ of ascendancy, aud burning for revenge.” 
Is it a crime for an American citizen to be 
“ ambitious of ascendancy?” And is the 
opinion of the committee that a man is 
“ burning for revenge ” a sufficient ground 
for impeachment? la th e “ opinion” of 
the same committee, the Mayor “ islaek- 
“ ing in sincerity and public spirit, al­ 
th o u g h professing i t ; is devoid of integ­ 
r i t y and fidelity to the public interests 
“ in the discharge of his duties; is faith- 
“ less to the principles of good govem- 
“ ment, yetis learned in platitudes, which 
“ his facile brain and tongue clothed in 
“ language convincing to the susceptible 
“ and unthinking,” and so forth, ad nau­ 
seam. 
Now it is necessary to point out 
that neither this nor anything else that is 
in the report of the committee, rises to 
the dignity of serious accusation. It is 
merely and simply invective. 
No evi­ 
dence is brought forward of any acts on the 
part of the Mayor which justify his im­ 
peachment. 
It is asserted, in a very 
roundabout and diffuse way, that he has 
played the demagogue, but if that consti­ 
tuted a justification for impeaching him 
there are very few men in public positions 
who would not be equally liable to be ousted. 
The opinion of the committee that the 
Mayor has neglected or been unfaithful to 
the public interests is, of course, an opin­ 
ion, and nothing more ; but even as such 
it would have had more weight had it 
proceeded from other persons than mem­ 
bers of that Board whose shameless en­ 
deavor to fasten a great water-steal on the 
city was so recently frustrated by the 
Mayor’s veto. That Dr. Kalloch has been 
a demagogue everyone knows, but that 
demagogism is criminal in the United 
States is certainly novel doctrine. Nor 
would it be difficult to parallel Kal- 
loch’3 most reckless utterances from the 
speeches of men who have in this State 
occupied higher positions than his ; who 
have even been made Governors and 
United States Senators, after having talked 
of “ blood” and “ revolution,” and in­ 
cited the people to dangerous courses quite 
as boldly aud far more persistently than 
ever he did. 
We are no admirers of Dr. Kalloch. 
We think it a misfortune for San Francisco 
that such a man should be its Mayor. 
But we are none the less convinced that it 
is useless to seek his overthrow by methods 
the extravagance and futility of which 
every intelligent man can perceive. When 
the Republican leaders quarreled with An­ 
drew Johnson, and determined to impeach 
him, they had public opinion with them at 
the beginning, because the public took it 
for granted that so grave a step would 
never have been taken had not the proofs 
of the President’s wrong-doing been abun­ 
dant. But as the proceedings advanced 
the weakness and flimsiness of the charges 
became apparent, and long before the 
end was reached the Stalwart managers 
found that their course was condemned by 
the mass of the party, and that there re­ 
mained no alternative but the abandon­ 
ment of the whole business. 
Depend 
upon it the same result is the only 
one 
which 
can 
flow 
from 
such 
preposterous methods as the San Francisco 
Supervisors have adopted. 
They have 
taken the very worst aud silliest course, 
for it is one which, if pursued much 
farther, is certain to produce a revulsion 
in public sentiment, and this will give 
the man they are attacking the advantage 
of a sympathy he certainly doe3 not de­ 
serve. However objectionable Dr. Kal- 
loeh’s actions have been, and however in­ 
jurious to the community, it is necessary 
that precise aud substantial charges should 
be made against him if he is to be prose­ 
cuted. As it is, the action of the Board 
is far more suggestive of persecution than 
prosecution, and this the public will be 
quick enough to recognize, while the Mayor 
himself is being placed in a position to 
turn the tables upon his antagonists. 
It would be as well to realize the truth 
that no man can be successfully im­ 
peached for demagogism, and that no 
official, however obnoxious to just cen­ 
sure, ought to be arraigned on the strength 
of such a mere stump-speech as the 
report of the committee in fact is. San 
Francisco has suffered a great deal 
from the mistaken tolerance of her people, 
and the reckless course of her politicians 
and journalists, but she cannot regain her 
lost reputation by turning the methods 
of the demagogues agaiust them, nor can 
she vindicate her regard for law and order 
by ignoring both in the endeavor to rid 
herself of officials who are disliked. It 
may be possible to secure the condemna­ 
tion of Mayor Kalloch, but not upon such 
a loose and vague indictment as ha3 been 
framed by the committee. It is necessary 
to declare precisely what it is that he has 
done, what laws he has transgressed, what 
treason he has committed. Thus far, how­ 
ever, it is impossible to gather from the 
wild and general denunciation showered 
upon him that he has perpetrated any 
crime more heinous than thousands of 
unscrupulous politicians have been guilty 
of, and the like of which other thousands 
of journalists have made the public only 
too familiar with. 


and which King seeks to fasten upon Don­ 
nelly, has already concluded that King 
himself was the writer, his charges against 
Donnelly will lose most of their force un­ 
less he can clear his own skirts. There is 
however a flavor of venality of the grossest 
sort about the whole business, and it inev­ 
itably suggests the thought that a lifting 
of the curtain which conceals the inner 
life of Congress could hardly be attended 
with pleasurable results for the country or 
for the Congressmen.

A LOBBYIST’S LETTER. 
The letter written by ex-Congressman 
King, of Minnesota, to Donnelly, deserves 
to be preserved as a unique specimen of 
epistolary malice. It is evident that it 
was written for publication, and that it 
was inspired by a very hearty hatred of 
the man to whom it was addressed. Ac­ 
cording to King, Donnelly has been one of 
the most rapacious and unscrupulous black­ 
mailers ever elected to a legislative office, 
and whether the stories told of his 
conduct are true or false, it is plain 
enough that the narrator himself has 
lived in an atmosphere of corruption 
so dense as t. render him quits 
impervious to shame. As the expert who 
has been engaged to trace the handwriting 
of the anonymous letter sent to Springer, 


Six of Brigham Young’s daughters have 
been cut off from the Church for having 
had the temerity to resist the absorption 
of their paternal estate by the hierarchical 
“ ring” that controls the affairs of the 
Saints. This is a convenient method of 
disposing of troublesome persons, and we 
suppose that it is looked upon by orthodox 
Mormons as a complete and final refuta­ 
tion of the claims of the ladies. Outside 
of the Church some suspicion of irrele­ 
vancy is apt to arise iu regard to the pro­ 
ceeding, the exact connection between the 
ceremony of cutting off, and the injustice 
of the claims of Brigham Young’s daugh­ 
ters, being rather difficult for the Gentile 
intelligence to trace. The Church no doubt 
kuowB what it is about, however. It in­ 
tends to keep the estate of Brigham 
Young. And perhaps the utmost conso­ 
lation that can be offered to the excluded 
ladies consists in the reflection that if they 
had made such a demand a few years ago, 
the Danitea would probably have attended 
to their case, and they would have been 
“ cut off” iu a far more practical and final 
way than the Church at present thinks it 
safe to follow. 


JAPAN. 
Arrival of the Steamer Gaelic at San 
Francisco. 
By the arrival of the steamer Gaelic at 
San Francisco we are iu receipt of papers 
from Yokahama to April 16th. The fol­ 
lowing items are from the Japan Gazette: 
A subject which has called forth much 
attentiou here is the state of the paper 
currency of the country. The value of 
this, as against silver, lias lately expe­ 
rienced a rapid and ever increasing fall, 
until it reached nearly 37 per cent, dis­ 
count. The distrust of the paper money 
has begun to spread among the Japanese 
of the interior, and the native papers re­ 
port that in some places the farmers and 
others refuse to accept it. Meanwhile the 
Government is supine or apparently help­ 
less, the only step they have taken being 
the closing of the so-called “ Bourse.” 
Foreign trade is suspended, not conse­ 
quent upon the want of money, but from 
the impossibility of reducing paper to such 
a medium as can alone be accepted by for­ 
eign merchants. This trade depression, 
though serious, is not likely to be pro­ 
longed. Foreign commerce is measured 
by the market demand for Japanese ex­ 
ports, and when tea and silk come down in 
quantity, large lots of purchased imports 
will be taken delivery of. The ultimate 
effect will be beneficial. The purchase of 
produce by Government with currency for 
realization abroad for specie, not one cent 
of which is returned to Japan, will come to 
an end, for producers will no longer dis­ 
pose of their commodities for credit—that 
is, for satsu. This will be a death-blow to 
official monopolists, whose operations re­ 
act so injuriously upon the country at 
large. 
It is said that another steamship com­ 
pany is about to be started. As the Gov­ 
ernment is to provide the first ships, aud 
make advances for others, the new under­ 
taking can only be regarded as a branch to 
cc-operate, not to compete, with the Mitsu 
Bishi Company. 
The agitation for treaty revision seems 
to have subsided. Nothing is now heard of 
the progress of negotiations, and public in­ 
terest in the matter has ceased. 
The relations between China and Japan, 
supposed at one time to have been much 
strained, are still very unsettled; but the 
“ affair ” China has made for herself with 
Russia is sufficient to relieve Japan of any 
present anxiety respecting the movements 
of her ponderous neighbor. 
The often-postponed journey of the Mi­ 
kado through some of the provinces will, 
it is now stated, take place next month. 
The German corvette Prince Adalbert 
took her final departure from Japan on the 
5th instant. Her immediate destination 
was Shanghai. 
An explosion in the Takasliima coal mine 
resulted in the death of fifty men and the 
injury of many others. 
SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
[From San Francisco exchanges of May 4th.] 
The receipts of quicksilver at this port 
duriDg the month of April were 4,804 
flasks. The exports during the same time 
were 1,314 flasks. 
The steamer Gaelic arrived last night, 
twenty-six days from Hongkong and six­ 
teen from Yokohama. She brought only 
tive cabin passengers. 
Fire Marshal John L. Durkee reports 19 
fires and alarms during the month of April, 
of which 13 were actual tires ; 1 attempt to 
set lire, 4 chimney fires and 1 second alarm. 
It is understood that the present form of 
transferring mining shares will be contin­ 
ued, the new law requiring the names of 
bona fide owners to be entered in the cer­ 
tificates to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Yesterday afternoon a special train of 
ten coaches left this city for Los Angeles 
and the end of the Southern Pacific, 
which is now completed over fort)' miles 
beyond Tucson. A number of Government 
officers and railroad officials were among 
the number, who are on a tour of inspection 
to the end of the road. A portion of the 
Boston excursionists were also of the party. 
After a lingering illness Monroe Ashbury 
died at the Baldwin Hotel at a quarter 
past 1 o’clock this afternoon. His demise 
was not unexpected, for he has been suffer­ 
ing from a complication of diseases for 
some time past, and his recovery was de­ 
spaired of by his physicians several weeks 
ago. For days lie has been lingering be­ 
tween life aud death, and though suffering 
less pain than in the earlier stages of his 
illness, yet his vitality was slowly giving 
way to the strain of deep-seated disease. 
Rheumatic gout had troubled him for sev­ 
eral years, and this was followed by drop­ 
sy, which finally caused his death. Mr. 
Ashbury was bom in Maryland, sixty-two 
years ago. • 
Annexed is a translation of the letter 
found in the room of the Chinaman who 
hanged himself at No. 759 Clay street on 
Saturday last: 
Third month, 27th day, Chinese calendar (May 
4th). To My Father and Mother: I came to this 
country and spent my money at the iramhling- 
table, and have not accomplished anything.

Secretary and EaUiff of the Railroad

CALIFORNIA. 
The Railroad <oiu:nU>iourrs—Secretary 
and Railin' Chosen. 
SaN F rancisco, May 4th.—At a meeting 
of the Railroad Commissioners to-day ex­ 
Mayor Andrus of Oakland, was nominated 
for Secretary by B.;erstecher, and he re­ 
ceived the votes of Cone and Beersteuher, 
General Stoneman protesting and refusing to 
vote. For Bailiff, Franz V. Steinman was 
nominated by Beerstecher, who with Cone’s 
vote elected him agaiiibt the protest of Stone- 
man, who again declined to vote, saying he 
did not know the party and deemed an ex­ 
amination of his qualifications necessary. A 
stenographer was not chosen. Andrus, the 
Secretary, was Mayor of Oakland, is a 
Workingman and ex-Republicau. The Pres­ 
ident was authorized to employ whenever 
necessary the services of a short-hand re­ 
porter. A resolution was passed requesting 
the Secretary of State to send certified tran­ 
scripts of all laws relating to the Commis­ 
sion. It was decided to employ an attorney 
when necessary. Also that the Board pro­ 
ceed at once to ascertain the wishes and de­ 
mands of the people relative to railroad fares 
and freights, and to hold its first formal meet­ 
ing one day this month in Colton, San Ber­ 
nardino county. 
kalloi-k's luipencliuii-iit—YYIinl is Thought 
of It in San Francisco. 
S a n F rancisco, May 4th.—The news of 
the action of the Board of Supervisors last 
night in the case of Mayor Kalloch has been 
the subject of much divers comment about 
town to-day. A large and respectable ele­ 
ment seems disposed to indorse it without 
reservation, deeming that his public utter- 
auces afford ample cause for his removal. 
Others, while holding that he deserves to be 
deposed on general principles as a trouble­ 
some and unsafe man, doubt whether the 
charges can be made to stand the test of an 
impartial judicial investigation and a strict 
application of legal rules and principles. 
These, however, bear in mind that the 
same view was taken in Kearney’s 
case, which they did not expect would be 
confirmed by the higher Court, yet the result 
proved that they had erred in their expecta­ 
tions, and there is a general impression that 
if there is any doubt as to the measure of 
Kalloch’s offending then the benefit thereof 
will he given against him, and that a strong 
moral pressure will be brought to bear to 
effect his removal. Still another view of the 
case, and one by no means confined to Kal­ 
loch’s political friends aud sand-lot followers, 
is that the proceeding is an outrage on the 
privilege of free discussion, and an attempt 
to subvert private and personal rights in 
obedience to the behests of party. The 
theory at those who have taken this view 
is connected with the passage of the 
McClure charter, and is briefly this: Under 
the present city government the Board of 
Supervisors have the power of appointment 
to a vacancy in the Mayoralty. Under the 
McClure charter the Mayor will appoint a 
new Board of Delegates to act in conjunction 
with the present Board of Supervisors. The 
alleged game is to first oust Kalloch by means 
of the proceedings now afoot. The present 
Board of Supervisors will then appoint a 
Mayor of their own choice, who will iu turn 
appoint the new Board of Delegates in 
harmony with the present Board. This will 
bring the legislative and executive depart­ 
ments of the city government into complete 
affiliation, and there are many who prufer-s to 
believe that the result will inure to the bene­ 
fit of certain interests that ueed watching on 
the part of the public. This theory adds 
weight to the belief that every effort will be 
made to strain the law in favor of the convic­ 
tion of Kalloch. 
It is raining to-night; wind southerly. 
Fire at Alaiuctla—The lon g Itraneli Hotel 
Burned. 
A lam eda. May 4th.—About 5 o’clock this 
morning a fire broke out in the Long Branch 
Hotel. The hotel was used as a restaurant 
in connection with the swimming baths, and 
at the time of the fire there were no lodgers 
in the hotel. The thirteen inmates were all 
employes of the house. The fire was first 
discovered in the kitchen, and by the time of 
the arrival of the Fire Department the whole 
of the house was in flames. The tire was 
first discovered by Mary Spaulding, one of 
the servants, who immediately alarmed the 
inmates, but was her3elf caught in the flames 
and burned to death. The deceased has a 
married sister and a brother residing in this 
city, the brother being in the employ of one 
of the soap manufactories. It is supposed 
that the fire was occasioned by the cook 
using coal oil to light the fire in the 
stove. When the engine arrived the build­ 
ing wa3 wrapped in flames, ami owing to 
the lack of water, there being no hydrants or 
cisterns in the vicinity, nothing could be done 
to save it. A high wind prevailed at the 
time, blowing the flames and sparks in the 
direction of Britt’s Hotel, which caught fire 
twice, but the flames were extinguished 
without doing much damage. The persons 
in the Long Branch were not able to save 
anything, owing to the rapid spread of the 
flames, and they considered themselves lucky 
to escape with their lives. Mrs. l’earsou 
managed to save a bundle ot clothes, but a 
watch which she carried was dropped in the 
crowd and lost. A very valuable library be­ 
longing to Mr. Pearson was also burned. 
The kitchen, where the fire originated, was a 
two-story building which adjoined the veran­ 
da of the hotel on the east side. It was a 
new building, and was built to accommodate 
the crowd of visitors expected this season. 
The loss is estimated at from §20,000 to §30,­ 
000; no insurance. 
Thr Gilroy Election. 
G it.rot, May 4th.—The municipal election 
in this city yesterday passed off quietly, but 
the count shows it to have been a very close 
contest. The total number of votes cast was 
263. There were two tickets before the peo­ 
ple, one issued by the Citizens’ Convention, 
and the other by the People’s Convention.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Sick an» In san e.—Ogden Squires, of 
Placerville, who has been out of health and 
apparently dissipating for some time past, 
night before last called for a room at the 
Western Hotel, in this city, and having been 
assigned, the proprietor observed that he 
acted strangely, and kept some watch of his 
movements. After going to his room he 
built up a large tire, and, having partially 
disrobed himself, sat down to it with his back 
to the grate and his bare feet out of the window. 
Upon one of the attaches of the hotel enter­ 
ing the room and speaking to him, lie ex­ 
pressed himself as probably being entirely 
capable of conducting his own affairs in rela- 
tiuii to comforts, ami pertinently suggested 
that the thing most proper was to allow him 
to enjoy them without iuterferenee. lie soon 
after ordered his supper to his room, and 
when brought to him, instead of satisfying 
the inner wants, be set it about in small por­ 
tions in various parts of the room and said it 
was for the gods to eat, and with whom he 
claimed to be in close relation and communi­ 
cation. These being a new cl: as of boarders 
at the Western, and the proprietor consider­ 
ing it a little unusual method of procedure 
for guests of a tirst-class house, aud the im 
propriety of a California hotel trying to en­ 
tertain heavenly visitants, he mentioned the 
occurrence to tiie Chief of Polioe, when the 
case was investigated and the man found to 
be laboring under mental derangement, but as 
he was then quiet he was left in his room for 
the night. About 4 o’clock in the morning 
he waudered out upon the streets, and was 
taken to the police station, where he still re­ 
mains in a somewhat critical condition from 
aberration of wiud, and apparently far gone 
with consumption. He was yesterday visited 
by the examining physicians as to his sanity, 
and will probably be seut to the Insane 
Asylum to-day. 
B u rn s’ Slough a s» D rain age,—It ap­ 
pears that the people residing in the Fourth 
Ward are not willing to accept as a present 
finale to their movement for better drainage 
and changing the course of the Burns’ slough 
ditch to the east of Poverty Kidge, the state­ 
ment from the City Fathers that there are no 
funds for the purpose, and another meeting 
has been held by the citizens of that locality 
to further consider the subject. The meet­ 
ing was largely attended, and upon receiving 
from the committee previously appointed a 
report as to the City Trustees’ reply, and 
that no encouragements wrere obtained as to 
early action on the part of the city, another 
committee was appointed, consisting of John 
Skelton, J. F. Richardson, E. K. Alsip, 
George Lighthardt, A. S. Hopkins and Rob­ 
ert Miller, to call upon the Trustees at their 
next meeting and submit the proposition 
made by M. M. Odell—that he will do the 
work of turning the Burns’ slough ditch so 
as to carry the flow of that water course east 
of Poverty Ridge, and will wait upon the 
city three years for his pay for the same, if 
an annual rate of interest at twelve per cent, 
be allowed and paid him annually upon the 
actual cost of doing the work. The subject 
of procuring better drainage for that portion 
of the city was also fully considered, and a 
committee of three—George Murray, M. M. 
Odell and George Lighthardt—was appointed 
to co-operate with the citizens of the Third 
Ward in securing such early action in this 
behalf as shall provide against the difficulties 
and overflow of the streets encountered dur­ 
ing and since the late heavy storm. 
The 
two committees were also instructed to take 
action towards securing from the Fire Com­ 
missioners a steamer and hose-cart for use in 
the eastern portion of the city. 
H o w ard B enevolen t A ssociation.—The 
reports at the meeting of the Howards for 
April shows 241 persons relieved by 729 
dispensations. Cash received by the Treas­ 
urer from collections, §157 50; donation, 
Mrs. Henry Miller, §20; total, §177 50; dis- 
bursments, §499 07 ; balance in treasury May 
1st, §199 09. The Association acknowledges 
the receipt of §1,225 upon a legacy left them 
by the late B. O’Neill, of Sacramento county. 
The donations of previsions, clothing, etc., of 
the estimated value of §39 93, the officers 
say, will be acknowledged by card. Bills 
audited at the meeting. §415 56 ; previously 
audited but unpaid, §0 ; total debt, §421 50. 
There are now dependent upon the Howards 
50 families, consisting of 9 infirm men, 51 
women and 110 children, besides occasional 
and single applications are made and relief is 
extended in proper cases. 
A M issing M an.—C. M. Baugb, of Union 
Springs, Bullock county, Alabama, writes to 
the R ecord-U nion, saving that Addison 
Keener came to California at the close of the 
Mexican war, since which time nothing has 
been heard of him. His mother, now 80 years 
of age, still clings to the belief that he is in 
California anil to the hope of hearing of her 
son, and a*ks any one having knowledge of 
him to communicate with Mr. Baugh in the 
interest of a feeble, loving old lady. She is 
too poor to advertise extensively for the miss­ 
ing man, and asks California journals to no­ 
tice her request. If living Keener is about 
45 or 50 years of age. He went from Ala­ 
bama to Texas, and from thence entered 
Mexico in o ie of the companies of the Ameri­ 
can forces. 
H ausm eister vs. Sacram ento.—At a spe­ 
cial meeting of the Board of City Trustees 
held yesterday forenoon an order was passed 
retaining Creed Ilaymond and A. P. Catlin 
as counsel on the part of the city, in the suit 
of Max Hausmeister vs. The City of Sacra­ 
mento. recently instituted in relation to the 
old city bonds, and appropriating §500 to 
each of said attorneys as retaining fees. The 
writ in the case is returnable next Monday, 
but of course nothing definite is as yet known 
as to the time it will be tried. 
T h e M onterey H o tel. — The boiler, 
heater, engine and pumps for use at the new 
seaside hotel at Monterey are being con­ 
structed at the railroad shops in this city, and 
a portion of the works will be shipped below 
to-morrow. The heater is one which has 
been transformed from a forty-horse power 
stationary boiler, and which indicates the 
capacity and scale of appointments with 
which the new ocean-beach hotel is to be 
supplied.

H andsom e W o rk .—Frommelh & Kern, 
artists in fresco, who have an office on 
Fourth street in this city, have about com­ 
pleted the ornamentation in fresco of Pioneer 
Hall. The work will bear critical inspection. 
The main hall ceiling is set off in three pan­ 
els. The central one is a broken circle with 
four maroon corners, in which are the imp.e- 
ments representing the mechanical arts, agri­ 
culture, mining and commerce. Around the 
circle runs a floral border. The prevailing 
tint of this and all the ceiling work is a pink­ 
ish-gray known as French gray, of which 
there are many shades, all worked out from 
combination of blue and red. The side 
panels bear each a landscape view. 
One is a view of the Golden Gate 
from Black Point, the other the halt of an 
emigrant train at the crossing of Green river. 
Both views are creditable, and are in the 
highest style of the frescoing art. Each pansl 
is in a broad deep blue border, with black 
comers and ornamented with gold. The 
cornice of the hall is in the prevailing tint of 
the ceiling, with pale blue and deep maroon 
trimmings, relieved by gold and bronze color 
worked on the stucco ornaments and by deli­ 
cate straw-colored shadings. Below this is 
the wall border, consisting of a series of 
miniature lambrequin points in shades of 
green. The walls are finished in a darker 
tint of French gray. The ceiling is worked 
in water colors and the walls in oil. The 
two center pieces from which the chan­ 
deliers depend 
are touched in gold, 
orange aud white and maroon. The 
wainscot border is green and drab. 
The upper and lower halls and stairway 
entrance with ante-rooms and Secretary’s 
office are finished in uniform style with the 
main hall, but of course less elaborately. On 
the ceiling of the Secretary’s room is now 
being worked a view of Sutter’s fort in 1849. 
The frescoing is claimed to be, and probably 
is, the best ever done in this city. It cer­ 
tainly is very handsome work, and has been 
very faithfully executed. It will be com­ 
pleted this week, or nearly so, and when the 
building is thrown open for inspection it will 
be admitted to be the most attractive public 
hall in the interior of California, and will re­ 
flect credit not only upon the Association, 
but upon the artists.

T he C a fito l P a rk .—The Capitol Park 
Commissioners are considerably exercised 
over the problem of the Capitol Park exten­ 
sion. Before surrounding it with a new 
fence, some of the Board think the plat 
ought to be raised at least two feet. Burns’ 
slough and the late storm recently drenched 
it so that the ground has grown up rank with 
weeds, and what little grass there was on the 
borders is in a poor way and likely to be 
choked out, while numbers of the trees have 
been killed. As to what ought to be done to 
make it a fitting accessory to the Capitol and 
old grounds, is what just now disturbs the 
Commissioners, and what to do and how to 
manage the financial question in it and do 
what ought to be done, is knotty. In this 
connection a correspondent who has an eye 
for the harmonious in landscape gardening, 
echoes the questions of many as to why the 
State gardeners have never supplied the places 
of the dead and removed trees, on the north 
terraces of the old park, with fresh shrubs or 
trees from the nursery that lines the outer 
beds of the park. The open spaces look bad, 
he says, and the cost of transplanting he 
places at nothing. Possibly the new gar­ 
dener will till the blanks at the proper time 
for transplanting. 
F u n e ra l of Ah K ee.—The funeral of 
the Chinaman killed in the encounter with 
M. V. Jurgens, to*k place yesterday after­ 
noon from the rooms of Coroner Vermilya, 
under the auspices of the Chinese company 
of which deceased was a member, and was 
very largely attended. It is stated by his 
friends that his name was not Ah Chee. as 
given in the inquest proceedings, but Ah" 
Kee. The leading members of the company 
to which he belonged are very positive in 
their belief and assertion of his innocence of 
any criminal act on bis part, and yesterday 
counseled with attorneys with a view to in­ 
stituting an investigation as to what they be­ 
lieve were the real facts connected with the 
homicide, but finding the expense attending 
the case would be quite large, and as de­ 
ceased left no property aud has no relatives 
in this country able to bear the expense, 
further action was finally abandoned, and 
the case seems to be at an end. 
C rim inal C a le n d ar.—The business of the 
criminal calendar of the Superior Court will 
be commenced upon this morning, which will 
be the first experience und&r the new Infor­ 
mation law, which takes the place of former 
indictments.

M. E. GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


How it Is Constituted—The Subjects it will 
Consider, and What it is Likely to Do. 


ICorresjxmdence ol the Rbcord-Usios.1 
C in c in n ati, April 29, 1S80. 
The General Conference of the AL E. 
Church, which convenes in Pike’s Opera 
House on Saturday next will be one of the 
most important religious gatherings of the 
decade. This Conference meets quadren­ 
nially and remains in session about a 
month. 
It is composed of delegates 
elected by the Annual Conferences. There 
are now in the Church 89 Annual Confer­ 
ences. Each of the3e sends to the Gen­ 
eral Conference one or two lay delegates, 
according to its size, aud ministerial dele­ 
gates in the ratio of one to every forty- 
five members of the Annual Conference, 
and one also for every fraction of two- 
thirds that number. The total 
NUMBER OF DELEGATES 
Elected to attend the Conference which 
convenes on Saturday will reach about 400, 
of which, of course, the large majority will 
be ministers. The General Conference has 
supreme authority in all matters of church 
polity, and is, indeed, the only body in the 
church that can make or mend any law of 
the church. It also rests with this Con­ 
ference to till by election the important 
offices of the church, such as the Episcopal 
office, the editorial chairs, the book agen­ 
cies, the missionary secretaryships, etc. 
Peculiar interest attaches to the approach­ 
ing Conference, owing to the probability of 
its having to elect several new Bishops, as 
well as on account of the important 
changes it will be asked to make in several 
features of the church’s economy. It is 
supposed by many that this Conference 
will modify some of the doctrines of the 
church, notably that which insists upon 
the eternal punishment of those who die 
in sin. But the wish is father to the 
thought in this case, since the doctrines of 
the Alethodist Episcopal Church, are, like 
the laws of the Aledes and Persians, unal­ 
terable. 
THERE IS NO POWER 
In the Church or out of it that can change 
the doctrines under any circumstances. 
The General Conference, with the concur­ 
rence of the Annual Conferences, can effect 
changes in other directions, but not in this. 
Nevertheless, doctrinal matters may with 
propriety be discussed by the General Con­ 
ference, aud in view of the widespread laxity 
of thetimes, and especially asheretical views 
are said to be entertained by some high in 
authority in the Church, such matters 
certainly ought to come to the front, and 
ought to elicit from the Conference some 
decided expression of opinion. 
As to 
whether or not the Conference shall add to 
its Episcopal list, that is a matter to be 
decided by the Committee on Episcopacy 
to be appointed on the opening day of the 
Conference. The Church now has nine 
Bishops. 
Of these nine one is already 
practically superannuated, and several 
others, owing to age and infirmity, are 
rapidly nearing the same point of ineffici­ 
ency. Three Bishops—Janes, Ames and 
Haven—have died since the last General 
Conference, and should as many pass away 
during the next four years, the coming 
Conference iu the meantime having made 
no addition to the list, those remaining 
would be in danger of being killed by over­ 
work. So, at least, think those specially 
interested. 
a l l th e p ro b a b ilitie s 
Point to the election by this Conference of, 
at the lowest, four Bishops. The number 
may be as high as six, but it will not be 
more than that. Some reckless brethren, 
who go in on the principle that it is not 
possible to have too much of a good thing, 
are clamoring for the election of as many 
as twenty-live new Bishops. 
But the 
prayer and hope of your correspondent are 
that the General Conference spare us such 
an infliction as this, which it no doubt 
will. Of the changes which the Confer­ 
ence will be asked to make iu the polity 
of the Church, the most important is that 
looking toward an extension of the limit 
of the pastoral term. The longest period 
a Alethodist minister can labor in the same 
field is three years. Originally the limit 
was six months ; then it was extended to 
a year ; then to two years, and finally to 
three years, as it now stands. Thus the 
Church has always gone slow in this direc­ 
tion, and it may be relied upon to do the 
same in the present crisis. Those desiring 
an extension say that it takes a minister 
the best part of three years to lay his 
foundations, and that in large city charges 
ministers in that length of time scarcely 
get well acquainted with their congrega­ 
tions. But in opposition these theories are 
the facts : first, that many ministers man­ 
age in three years to accomplish a great 
deal of good ; secondly, that as a rule there 
is more life iu churches which have fre­ 
quent changes of pastors than in those 
which keep one man for many years ; and 
thirdly, that most churches are quite 
ready for a chauge at the end of three 
years, and frequently sooner. The Con­ 
ference, should it make any change at this 
time, will hardly extend the limit beyond 
five years, and, even if it does that, may 
make the extension applicable only to large 
cities. This Conference will also be asked 
to m ake some m o d ificatio n 
In the Presiding Eldership. One proposi­ 
tion that will come before it will ask for a 
reduction in the number of Elders, to be 
brought about by the enlargement of the 
districts. Another will ask that the Pre­ 
siding Elders be elected by the Conferences 
instead of, as now, appointed by the Bish­ 
ops. This latter proposition is very rea­ 
sonable. At present, Alethodist preachers, 
though almost entirely at the mercy of the 
Presiding Elders as regards their fields of 
labor, have still no voice in deciding who 
shall fill that important office. This prop­ 
osition to make the Eldership elective will 
be opposed by the lay class in the General 
Conference, for the reason that under that 
arrangement the laity would have less in­ 
fluence in the making of the appointment. 
Presiding Elders are now responsible only 
to the Bishops ami Churches, whereas, 
should they be elected by the annual Con­ 
ferences, they would then have to defer 
more to the wishes of their brethren in the 
ministry. W hat will be done in this mat­ 
ter it is impossible to foretell with cer­ 
tainty. Probably, however, to the morti­ 
fication of many who would like a change, 
the proposition will be defeated, as it was 
four years ago. Another measure to be 
submitted to the Conference is one asking 
for the introduction of 
LAT REPRESENTATION 
Into the Annual Conferences. This will 
come up in the form of a report from a 
committee appointed to consider the mat­ 
ter. This committee will recommend the 
introduction of lay elements into these 
bodies, but will advise the limitation of 
their powers there by stipulating that they 
be not allowed to vote either on the pas­ 
sage of the preachers' characters, or in the 
election of ministerial delegates to General 
Conference. Another matter of general 
interest that will come before the Confer- 
ference will be a proposition to provide for 
the ordination of women. This will come 
up in the form of an appeal from the de­ 
cision of one of the Bishops. This Bishop 
was presiding in an Annual Conference in 
the East when a Church in Brooklyn over 
which Aliss Oliver is pastor presented a 
petition asking that their minister be 
granted the privilege of the imposition of 
hands. This petition was in due form, and 
had it asked for the ordination of a person 
of the male gender would have been sub­ 
mitted to a vote of the Conference. The 
Bishop however, in conformity with a rule 
adopted by the Bench of Bishops, refused 
to so submit it, thus depriving the Confer­ 
ence of expressing itself on this interesting 
subject The Bishop was willing, and even 
anxious, to have an appeal taken from his 
decision to the General Conference, and 
this was done. IIow that body of gallant 
gentlemen will dispose of the case I cannot 
undertake to say ; bat to me it has always 
seemed that when a woman proves herself 
to be competent to preach she ought to be 
deemed worthy to be ordained. 
OTHER PROPOSITIONS 
To come bsfore the Conference will ask, 
one of them for the abolition of DistrictCan- 
onr Church economy of that stipulation 
ferences ; another for the elimination from I 


which requires our members to remain six 
months on trial; while still another will 
call for the introduction into the discipline 
af a clause which shall make it obligatory 
qpou city churches to co-operate in the 
prosecution of some form of city mission­ 
ary work. During the first week of the 
Conference a committee, composed of all 
branches of Alethodism, both here and 
abroad, will deliberate on the advisability 
of holding a Alethodist Evangelical Coun­ 
cil, whose object it shall be to bring the 
different churches closer together, and, if 
possible, make a unit of them. I hope 
such a council will be held, and that it will 
a&ompllsh its object. Those whose names 
are most prominently mentioned in 
connection with the Episcopacy are the 
following : C. D. Foss, I).
